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Magic Valley Stunned By 
5-State Power Failure

For a moment Friday night 
people sitting In their homes 
throughout Magic Valley thought 
that a fuse had blown. 

People In theatres waited 
patiently for the projectionist to 
mstall a new bulb. 

And a pilot over Twin Falls 
wondered if a cover of clouds 
had obscured his view of tlie 
lights from below. 

But the wondering and specu- 
lation Itisted only long enough 



for people In step to Iheir win- 
dows and note that the neighbor 
also had no lights. 

The people in the theatres 
weren't sure whn was affected. 

And the pilot flying his light 
craft above Joslin Field realized 
as he saw scattered ribbons of 
autdtiinbilo lights below, that 
there were no clouds. 

The blackout, which covered 
parts of five Western states, 
lasted in most places just over 
30 minutes. 

It began at 10:53 p.m. Friday. 



In Nampa, and Pocatello the 
outage lasted for an hour. And 
the power failure ran as far 
West as Pendleton, Ore., and 
as far south as Salt Lake City, 
Utah'. 

Cities In Western Montana; 
had short power failures. Boise 
lacked power for 30 minutes, 
and so did Twin Falls. Southern 
Idaho as far North as McCall 
and as far East as Idaho Fails 
went without power. 

The "system-wide" failure be- 
gan when a snow-laden, high- 



voltage line sagged onto elec- 
tronic equipment at Idaho Pow- 
er Co.'s Hells Canyon Generat- 
ing Facilities, touchijig off what 
was descril)ed as a gigantic 
short circuit. Repair crews were 
replacing line Saturday. 
.The line, under the weight of 
heavy snow, touched two con- 
ductors between the Brownlee 
and Oxbow Dams in Hells Can- 
yon. 

The company'.^ load Friday 
night was 800,000 kilowats, the 
majority generated at the Hells 
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broke out aboard the 38,000-ton 
U.S. Aircraft Carrier Kearsarge 
here Saturday soon after its ar- 
rival from Vietnam to observe 
the Christmas holidays. Three 
crewmen were reported killed 
and two others were Injured. 

U.S. Navy authorities said the 
fire started about 3:35 p.m and 
was quickly brought under con' 
trol. 

A spokesman said the Kear- 
sarge pulled into the port from 
Vietnam with six U.S. destroy- 
ers and a tanker for the Christ- 
mas holidays. 

None of the victims wgs iden- 
tified immediately. 

The Kearsarge is an antisub- 
marine aircraft carrier. No air 
strikes are flowA from it over 
North Vietnam. 

Since October, the postal of- 
fice aboard the Kearsarge had 
bceq acting as the postal head 
quarters to route mall and In- 
sure quick delivery of the thou 
sands of Christmas cards, let 
ters and parcels to men aboard 
27 ships ranging from fleet tugs 
to cruisers on duty off North 
Vietnam.

But, it 
doesnt make him a Hippy. 

fob many people use the excuse of being 
a Hippy in order to get out of work, or 
duty iii their country's armed services, or 
for that matter any responsibility at all. 
They fall to see why Santa isn't really one 
of them. But t]^e real difference is simple. 

Hippies todsy^do more harm than good. 
And most are totally selfish. They harm 
their cotintry in a hundred ways, but most 
importantly they disregard this country's 
rules of conduct and written laws rather 
than working to have those laws changed 
within the framework their fathers estab- 
lished as being just to all the people. 

They disregard the rights of other people 
to engage in activities they believe In. And 
it is just as wrong to dictate how a man 
s.hould believe as to disallow any opportuni- 
ty to believe' at all. 

And, Darling, as I said before. Santa has 
done only that which is good. He knows no 
politics and has never taken sides in a war, 
which Is the making of man. 

Right or wrong, the war Is real, antf It 
was created by man within the structure of 
man's laws. And it must be solved in the 
,same manner-or whatever the result, it 
— ^wIU be of no value.— - • 

What good is peace in a country without 
laws to protect a man and his family? 

What ^ood Is peace if there Is no respect 
for the opinions of the many and the rights 
of the few? 

, But don't get me wrong. Darling. I don't

Without respect for one law, all laws are 
meaningless. 

And, Darling, even though I love you 
more than you are capablii of understand- 
ing, I hope you never live lo see the day 
when there i.s no respect for the laws and 
the way of life Americans have died to pre- 
serve. 

I know you won't understand, Darling, 
most of us adults don't really know what 
w»'re talking about— but, I do know I don't 
agree with everything that's going on in 
the war we're now fighting. Still, if I were 
called again to serve in the armed forces— 
I'd go. Even though, personally, I, too, feel 
it is not a war we should be involved in as 
deeply as we are. 

Nevertheless, Darling, I would go be- 
cause the laws of our country tell us to. I, 
-like- some-othersr-feel-the~curront-way of 
selecting those who serve is unjust. But, 
right or wrong, It is the current way. 

We, as Americans, have three choices: 
We can serve when we are called: we can 
work to have the law changed within the 
framework of our Constitution; or we can 
disregard the laws of this land and bum 
our draft cards, and picket our draft 
boards.

Maybe Santa's field of vision is too nar^ 
row. Maybe he just can't see beyond tha 
several weeks before and after Christmas. 
Or maybe he is so busy trying to do good 
work for millions of young people just like 
you. that he has no time for the unlikely 
^Luation we adults have found ourselves in. 

Besides. Santa Is your special friend. He 
is the sole property of boys and girls.- Be- 
tween you and me. Darling, we adults don't 
get presents for being good. Our only re- 
ward Is a better worid, and that's' Mot al- 
ways possible. 

All I can really say, Darling, Is that one 
day you will live in a world formed and 
ruled by laws you did .not make. People 
older than you, your mother and I, for in- 
stance, will have helped make those rules. 
If they are right, then we have made this 
world a better place for you to live in. If 
they are wrong. Darling, please change 
them for your dilldren. It is the least yoti 
can do. 

But most of all. Darling, remember that 
most men want peace, and they woric at -U 
constantly. Ways may differ, and solutions 
which may have worked are never Tried. 
When you're old enough. Darling, try some 
of your own. 

Don't consider the Hippies for all they do, 
or don't do. They have the right to be dif- 
ferent, within limits. -And they have that 
right because they are Americans— even if 
most of them fail to neallze it, or Just don't 
care. 



Favorite Sons-The Key Role 



WASHINGTON (NEA) — Con- 
fusion seems to be building over 
the role the many prospective 
Republicin "favorite sons" may 
try CO play — or be forced into — 
in the 1968 presidential nomina- 
tion fight. 

Included In the likely lineup, 
of course, are such men as Gov- 
ernors Nelson Rockefeller of 
New York, James Rhodes of 
Ohio, Raymond Shafer of Penn- 
sylvania, John Voipe of Massa- 
chusetts, Claude Kirk of Florida, 
Ronald Reagan of California, 
and Senators Charles Percy of 
Illinofs, John Tower of Texas 
and Clifford Case of New Jer- 
sey. 

Some party professional 
sources, mostly moderate types, 
are saying that the 1968 situa- 
tion will stay- fluids enough to 
permit the nomination of Rocke- 
feller by the OOP convention 
at Miami Beach if some of the 
listed favorite sOns — plus other 
lesser ones— can be held In a 
sort of loose confederation until 
then. 

On the other hand, it has been 
tossed out that a Richard Nixon, 
on a possible winning course, 
might try to brush some of the 
big-state favorite sons down lilie 
ten-pins and Collect them and 
their delegates In an Irresistible 
push to the nomination. 

First off. it can be stated cate- 
gorically that Richard Nixon 
does not intend to enter a single 
big - state presidential primary

where a major favorite son is 
in prospect. 

•Nixon's strategy has never 
conlemplatecl this, nnd sources 
in New York indicate there has 
been no change. Indeed, In three 
of the states mentioned, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey and Illi- 
nois, convention delegates are 
not even bound to follow the 
primary results. Nixon could 
win and get nothing. 

The Indications that he might 
try to bulldoze the key favorite 
sons came as a rather acci- 
dental happening. Nixon agents 
moved swiftly to inform them 
that these signs were not the 
true ones. 

The Impression left by the 
first reports may not, however, 
prove altogether helpful. Some 
of- the favorite- sons- -in-question, 
including Rhodes, Shafer and 
Volpe. are already In a skeptical 
frame of mind with respect to 
Nixon. 

At least a few party figures 
believe that these and other 
GOP leaders will, in fact, keep 
their .large delegations uncom- 
mitted until nearly convention 
eve, and that~they -will supply 
the crucial nucleus and much 
of the delegate ma.ss needed to 
put over Rockefeller as 1968 
nominee. 

History is not exactly on the 
side of these forecasters. Favor- 
ite sons tend to melt away in 
the heat of preconvention pres- 
sures which build for the fronts 



runner who may be winning pri- 
maries and piling up delegates 
in a host of state conventions. 
If cither Nixon or Reagan 
should get into that strong lead 
position by early next summer, 
h will not be easy for the fa- 
vorite sons to stay In a resisting 
coalition. " 

One of their number; Volpe, 
said at the Irecent Governors 
Conference in Palm Beach that 
at least half the 26 GOP gover- 
nors might wind up endorsing 
Nixon in early June if by then 
he had a commanding lead. Oth- 
er governors gave similar indi- 
cations. 

Yet it Is abundantly clear that 
many of these governors and 
other likely favorite sons might 
like to keep their huge blocks 
of delegates (just about enough 
to Stop' anybody from nomina- 
tion) off the candidate market 
until the balloting begins. . _ 

Their problem may be how 
to stay "fluid," In the face of 
possible front-runner heat, with- 
out some positive encourage- 
ment from the presently reluc- 
tant Rockefeller and leaders 
working unmistakeably In his 
-vbchalfj' 

Some party men say Rocke- 
feller's only hope is to do noth- 
ing and have nothing done for 
him until the last minute. But 
politics Is motion. Somebody 
else may be nominated while 
some favorite sons and others 
arc engaged in strategic inac- 
tion. 



New Increases In Social Se- 
curity benefits are a mixed 
blessIng^ at l>est. At worst they 
are a clear threat to the security 
of the entire svstem. 

Many have, for years, warned 
against putting toq^gfeat a 
strain on the Social Security 
system lest it become, like the 
one in France, crushed down to 
the point of virtual bankruptcy. 
For their pains, most who have 
issued such warnings have been 
belabored as foes of Social' 
security rather t han its friend! 

Every American who has a 
stake m Social Security should 
do some .honest thinking about 
just. who is and who. is not a' 
friend ot the system. 

Look at the increases In 
benefits that most recently have 
been proposed. 

For anyone who looks only at 
headlines, the proposal Is fine. 
It calls for a '13% Increase in 
benefits. There are very few 
people who object to getting 
more money, and there are 
very few who will closely ex- 
amine where it is coming 
from. 

The source — as with any gov- 
ernment spending scheme — is 
you. Government can never 
-glve^anyone a penny that it has 
not first taken away from some- 
one el.se. No matter how you. 
slice it, the Social Security' 
system is not an insurance 
system in which Investors get 
back an equal return on what 
they put in. The system is a flat 
tax system and must be con- 
sidered realistically as such. 

The benefits, therefore, will 
come out of an increase in tax- 
es. The way this is to be ac- 
complished Is by raising the 
taxable base on which Social 
Security f tax payments are 
made. Up until now. the tax 
has been pried out of income 
up to the first $6,600. 

To finanee tlie Increase In 
benefits, this base will first be 
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raised to $7,600. That means 
that everyone with an incomo- 
in that range will be paying 
taxes on $1,000 more of his in- 
come next year than last year 
— to finance the twost in bene- 
fits. 

' In future years, it Is envision- 
ed that the taxable base will be 
raised at least to the $10,000 
Iev61. It is hard to see how the 
raises can stop there. And it 
seems fairly safe to assume 
that the percentage of tax slap- 
■-petlntm-tlrose-htcDmes-wlll-have- 
to rise and rise. 

Already It Is planned that the 
tax rate will go from the pres- 
ent level to 4.4% to nearly 6% 
in 1987. But that isn't the whole 
story, either. 

You have to double >that rate 
to get a true picture. You pay 
nearly 5% of your wages to the 
system and^our^empltjyer^^pays - 
. the same. ■ After a while, the 
total paid will equal about 12% 
of your wages. 

Many younger workers will 
never get bacK what they have 
been .forced to put In. If the 
' system was like insurance, this 
sorry state probably could be 
avoided. 

But so sensitive have nerves 
become in this area that any 
altempr to take an honest, frank 
look at the system usually Is de- 
feated by demagoguery. 

In 1949 the system had eiiough 
money on hand to pay benefits 
for nearly half a century. To- 
day it is said to have only 
enough on hand to pay benefits 
for one short year and must 
depend on new, young workers 
coming In just to keep even. 

The best friends Social Se- 
curity ever has had are those 
men who want to keep it sound, 
even if it mcan.i taking a close 
look at its flaws. The real foes 
of the system are those who. for 
political benefit, are willing to 
burden it far beyond safe, 
sound and aane limits.

phate mining industry, but in- 
creasing demand for fertilizers 
made with phosphates has kept 
the Industry expanding at a 
good' pace, Teske said, 

However, proposed regulations 
of phosphate mining— which u* 
es open-strop techniques^ may 
thre&ten the progress, he added. 

The rules would require com- 
plete outlines of planned explor- 
-ationr^rl II ing— roadsr-minlng to 
, be done and restoration after 
mining to be submitted before 
any permit to begin operations 
would be issued by the govern- 
ment. 

"Geologists can't see any fur-

. I," Teske said. He explained

Teske quoted a phosphate in- 
dustry spokesman as saying 
"We're Interested In Idaho, but 
phosphates aren't that hard to 
find outside of Idaho." He listed 
new finds of the minerals in 
Morocco. Australia and already 
developed phosphate resources 
In Florida as being less expen- 
sive than the phosphates mined 
in Idaho. 

Phosphates from Florida can 
be delivered to the West Coast 
more cheaply than those from 
Idaho, he said. 

Department of Interior offi- 
cials who formulated the new,

not take into account recom- 
mendations the Industry present- 
ed in 196S after an earlier sot 



of rules was put forth, Teske 
said. 

The Coeur d'Alehe mining dis- 
trict in far northern Idaho — 
which runs most of the way 
across Idaho east of Sppkand is 
the country's largest sliver pro- 
ducing -a rea. = — 

A U.S. government directive 
earlier this year removed the 
silver price limit of $1.29 per 
ounce and because of that deci- 
sion and previous speculation 
that It would be made, more 
than 2,000 mining claims have 
been filed this year In the Coeur 
d'AIene district. 

Silver, lead, zinc and smaller 
amounts of gold and antimony 
are produced in the major mines 
in and around Kellogg, Wallace 
and Mullan. Idaho still has the 
largest known gold reserves in 
the country, Teske said, but the 
state has no gold-producing in 
dustry because of the govern 
ment's continued price celling of 
{35 an ounce. 

Exploration In north Idaho 
mining area has increased thi 
year, also, and some of it is in 
a downward direction. 

Teske explained that Idaho 
the only silver-producing area in 
the world where silver veins are 
found more than about 2,000 feet 
below the surface. 

At present, one mine has sunk 
its shaft to 4.800 feet below the 
surface— or about 2,000 feet be- 
low, sea level — and is still going 
down. Silver has been found at 
many levels along the way, he 
said, and exploration continues 



The state's second largest, sil- 
ver mine, the Galena outside of 
Wallace, and the third largest 
silver producer, the Liicky Fri- 
day Mine, have been closed by 
the nation-wide copper workers' 
strike. 



rne biggest mine In Idaho, the 
Sunshine, has continued produc- 
ing, Teske said, but is now hav- 



ing to ship its concentrated ore 
to Sweden for smelting because 
the U.S. smelting plants have 
been closed by the mine work- 
ers' strike. 

Only the tail end of the mid- 
1950's uranium rush toimhed Ida- 



ho, Teske said, and there was 
some of the valuable mineral 
produced north of Stanley.

RUPERT — The regional air- 
port interim commission Is plan- 
ning to meet after the first of 
the year to map slrntegv In 
response to action by the Twin 
Falls city officials in dovclof>- 
meht of Joslin Field 

Nell -Weir, Rupert, chairman 

of the Southern Idaho regional 
airport Interim commission, not- 
ed Friday that his group voted 
to withhold any decision on the 
regional airport until a full re- 
port is received from the Feder- 
al Aviation Agency officials. 

"It appears that Twin Falls 
does not want to wait for the 
FAA study report," Mr. Weir 
commented, noting that the 
Twin Falls City Council has 
asked county commissioners to 
consider levying for additional 
financial support to enlarge the 
" Twin Falls Airport. 

In October, Herman Maxwell, 
Salt Lake City FAA official, sur- 
veyed proposed sites for a re- 
gional airport and indicated six 
months were needed to com- 
plete the study. 

Mr. Weir also noted that at 
that time the Interim Airport 
Board requested Twin Falls oti 
ficials to wait for the FAA re- 
port and recommendations be- 
fore makTriOWdt<sl-^Ion'tsirlm=^ 
provements at Joslin Field.

"If Twin Falls feels flush 
enough to expand its present 
field they should go across the 
river along the Interstate and 
build an adequate airport for 
the valley. I believe federal 
matching funds would be avail- 
able for such a protect, where 
no matching funds will be avail- 
able for their improvement proj- 
ect." Mr. Elliott said.

West German Foreign Minis- 
ter Willy Brandt, himself West 
Berlin mayor until a year ago, 
said this week that the pass is- 
sue was part of an East German 
palgn to promote uneasi- 



ness among West ueriin's peo- 
ple. 

The East Germans, however, 
have been operating a hardship 
pass office for months without 
any formal agreement.

Was Spotty 

The horse racing picture In 
the United States for 1967 gener- 
ally was spotty although a 
record $4.8 billion was bet on 
the thoroughbreds and stand- 
ardbreds combined. 

For the first time In years, 
aggregate attendance at the 
running and harness racing 
tracks declined. A year-end sur- 
vey by The Associated Press 
Friday showed 62,619,185 bettors 
turned out compared to 63,391,- 
608 In 1966. 

Total wagering was $4,852,890,- 
970, up from the J4,654. 149,033 a 
year ago. Of this, J3,372,352,376 
went through -the parl-mutuels 
at the thoroughbred tracks and 
$1,480,538,594 at the trotters. 
Attendance at the flats was 39,- 
619,185 and 23,0OQ,O0O at the 
sulky plants. The USTA said the 
sulky figures probably wUl be 
higher when complete Decem- 
ber statistics are tabulated. 

Increases in the states of New 
Jersey, California, Illinois and 
Louisiana in contrast to declines 
In New York, Florida and Mich- 
igan contributed to the over-all 
spotty picture.

And today, that same train- 
ing — once considered by many 
as ihe toughest in the world— is 



prep-school .for the Green 

Berets. 

No unit is more specialized 
and at the same time as broad- 
ba.sed as the Special Forces, the 
official name for those who 
wear the Green Berets. 

And few train as hard or as 
extensively in as many areas 
as the Green Berets. There 
may i be others as good, but 
there are none better. 

And a 20 year old man from 
Twin Falls, Francis Fox, made 
it. 

He is known to most ' of his 
friends as Frank; and Frank 
wanted to make it back in 
July, but at that time he was 



the only one t hat was ' sui a he 
would. 

There Is no guarantee that 
anyone will earn the right to 
wear the Green Beret. 

All the Army can do is sign 
up a recruit for Airborne train- 
ing — and there is "no way any- 
one can be sure the recruit can 
make it. 

Most recruits have no idea 
what they're up against. They 
see the glory of jumping from 
an airplane at 1,200 feet above 
the ground, and somehow for- 
get the agony of straps cutting 
into skin, and the sickness that 
comes, from running all day. 
and the jarring sound of 



morning, and the never-ending 
hours in a never-ending day. 

And if they make It. and over 
half who start fail to make it, 
they riiay be allowed to go on to 
Special Forces. 

The first time a new man 
jumps isn't the worst. Accord- 
ing to Pvt. Fox, "It's the sec- 
ond jump. The first one Isn't 
that bad because you don't 
know what to expect. But the 
second jump — you know what's 
coming — and It's no picnic." 
But he chose to do it . . . and 
now that he has made the 
grade he will enter Special 
Forces training Jan. 2, at the 
JFK Special Warfare Center,

After eight weeks of basic 
training, additional advanced 
training, and Airborne jump 
school. Pvt. Fox will begin 
training which wiH-i_be even 
more difficult than what he has 
already beeh through. ' 

To become a Special Forces 
Trooper a soldier must be a 
paratrooper, and then he Is 
trained to become a "profes- 
sional' fighter." To do that was 
what Frank Fox set out to ac- 
complish last July. 

On his arrival at the JFK 
Special Warfare Center Jan. 2, 
Pvt. Fox will be trained for 
guerrilla warfare. He will be 



trained In five areas, and spe- 
cialize in one. The areas of 
training include Communica- 
tions, Medics, Demolitions, Op- 
erations and Intelligence, and 
Weapons. 

Pvt. Fox has shown an ap 
pitude toward Medics and will 
be trained in that field. He 
already has. two years of pre- 
medicai training at the College 
of Idahbt And he plans to -be- 
come a dentist. 

But in the Medic program of 
the Special Forces, Pvt. Fox 
will spend 37 weeks, begin 
ning at Brooke Army Hospital 
in Fort Sam Huston.

At least, if y^ read the ques- 
tion correctly it isn't so. " 

The Articles of Confederation, adopted by the 
Continental Congress in 1778, were not ratified by 
all of the States, Maryland being the last to assent, 
until March 1, 1781. The Articles designated . Con- 
gress as "the United States in Congress Assetn- 
bled." Therefore the Presidents of the Sessions of 
the Continental Congress after the Articles became 
effective usually signed themselves, "President of 
the United States 4n' Congress Assembled." The 
first President of the tlnited States under the Arti- 
cles of Confederation was Thomas McKean of Dela- 
ware. Mc Kean ^ as succeeded by several other 
Presidents who actually served undej: the Articles: 
John Hanson, Elias Boudinot, Thomas Mifflin, 
Richard Henry Lee, Nathaniel Gorham, Arthur 
St. Clair, arid Cyrus Griffin. Concerning George 
Washington, all we can really say is that he was 
the first President "under the Constitution," or 
that he was the first President of the United States 
"of America."

One Ham To Another-This Is W7CTX 



Nowadays a word isn't all it 
seems. Once, upon a time a 
"ham" was just that— a ham. 
But today it's meat, an actor 
who Is too enthusiastic, or .some- 
one who operates an amateur 
radio. 

And by far the one which re- 
ceives -the- least notice is the 
amateur radio operator. By the 
very nature of his hobby, it is 
done in private and with other 
members of that ilk. It is a 
consuming hobby which takes 
work and effort. But after an 
lniti.ll investment, although no 
more than most hobbies, the 
cost of being a "ham" operator 
in negligible. 

And its rewar^^arergrcal. 

Am.Tteur radio' njierators are 
licensed by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. And 
the rules and regulations are 
encyclopedic. 

To become ■ "ham," as ama- 
teur operators have been called 
since they started to .-organize^ 
an applicant for a beginner's 
license, called "novice" class, 
must pass both written tcs«s and 
a test to determine proficiency 
in the use of International Morse 



words a minute, a rate which 
is quickly increased by most. 
And as licenses progress the 
tests involving theof^-- become 
more involved, and code speed 
increases 

The highest license granted by 
the FCC is the Amateur Extra 
Class, which requires two years 
experience as a licensed ama- 
teur, in addition to extensive 
testing on theory and regula 
tions. All amateur licenses are 
in effect for five years and arc 
renewable, with the exception 
of the Novice Class which ex- 
pires fully after two years 

All ham operators in the 
United States have call letters 
assigned to them with the prefix 
"W"'or"K". Mexican radio sta- 
tions use "XE" and Canadian 
hams have "VE" as a prefix. 
Through the world wide system 
of call letters, and call letter 
prefixes, hams are able to tell 
what country another station is 
sending from just by hearing 
the call. 

If you're Interested In ham 
radio as a hobby a station can 
be purchased for as little as 
$50. Many beginners start in the

000 worth of radio equipment. 
It is an "add-on" hobby with 
limits set only by the individual 
operator. 

Some are in amateur radio 
work because they enjoy talking 
with other hams In countries 
throughout the world. And some 
are in it for the enjoyment of 
building electronic eauipment 
and then seeing it work. Some 
enjoy experimenting with new 
equipment and new designs of 
their own. Many enjoy the cloak 
and dagger work of tracing 
"DX", foreign country stations 
with signals which are fleeting 
or weak. Others work for 
awards. Some enjoy handling 
"traffic," which Is third party 
messapcs. 

At Christmas time these are 
extremely popular, 

A neighbor will want to give 
a message to an uncle in Kansas 
for example — or better yet — a 
relative in Mexico or Alaska. 

In such cases a message Is 
usually given to a ham: the 
ham transmits, askiiHg for .some- 
one in the distant town or coun- 
try, and if he Is successful the 
message Is givCij to the other 

f)arty, or in some, cases is re- 
ayed to another ham who 
"knows" a ham in that area. 
The ham at the other end con- 
tacts the individual the message 
Is addressed to, and the cycle 
Is complete. 

This writer had such an ex- 
perience in 1961 In Fayetteville. 
N.C. Living near an Army base. 
Fort Bragg, I had no known 
contact with any ham. At least 
t didn't think. I had forgotten 
that a good friend who had 
started his ham work, and de- 
voted considerable time to it. 
, was at that time in New-'York 
state, at West Point. 

One- morning I was awakened 
■ from a sound Sunday - day - off- 
type sleep by a man who said 
he had a friend of rriine on 
the radio earlier and that he 
was going to call back at nine 
a.m. 

It was ' 8:50 then and so we 
just made It. He told me that he 
was from New Mexico and was 



when he heard the call from 
my friend. The operator in Fay- 
etteville told my West Point 
buddy that he would try to con- 
tact me. He did. And through 
a middle-man from New Mexico \ 
I talked on a ham radio fori 
nearly 30 minutes to my goodi 
friend in New York, from myl 
temporary honie in North Car-I 
olina. And Ihe man wouldn't ac- . 
cept any money for his incon- 
venience. 'As a result of the con- 
versation I made a trip to see 
my friend a week later at the 
Point. 

In the same category are 
phone - patches, which connect 
phone lines to a ham's rig. In 
this way a person at home can 
talk with a relative a thou-sand 
miles away and \\ costs only 
the price of a loqal call. 

Most hams, and that includes 
those in the Twin Falls area, 
enjoy running patches for the 
military men overseas. Jeff 
Bishop, of Twin Falls, whose 
call letters are W7CTX. and who 
has a radio in his car as well 
as one In his home, spends con- 
siderable time at this. 

In hiiT words, "One night T 
was working one of the stations 
at the South Pole and he. had 
asiked me if I had a phone 
patch, so I wound up running 
six different calls from some 
of the men there to their wives 
and families. It took two hours 
on the phone, but it is actually 
one of the rewards of being a 
ham. 

'Another time T was working 
a station In California when a 
mobile station (rig in his car) 
called me and said it was an 
emergency. He had a flat tire 
right In the middle of the L.A. 
Freeway and cars were' geing 
past orv, l>oth sides at spceils 
over sixty miles per hour. To 
make it worse, he didn't have

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Year-Round Anglers Have M 

For Fishing During Of f -Season Months

Flshei^en Whose devotion to 



their sport , Is -so^-grctat their 
friendis charge them with hav- 
ing traded Santa Claus for Isaac 
Walton' will note with glee that 
the 1968 fishhig regulations set 
aside more warters"f6r year- 
round—angling than fast year. 
This Is in line with a trend 
that has developed over the past 
ten years to gradually expand 
the number of places to fish 
during the off-season months. 

One rule of thumb used to 
Judge whether a place should 
stay open for fishing all year, 
or whether it should clo.se y/iih 
the general statewide trout sea- 
son on^ October 31, goes like 
this: Will wintertime anglers 
catch fish that were stocked as 
fingerlings the previous sprjng 
with the Idea that they will 
make their growth and be ready 
for the creel by opening day 
of the next general statewide 
trout season? 

This happens anyway at 
Ma^ic Reservoir, for example, 
and would be the case at other 
reservoirs such as Mackay, Is- 
land Park and Henrys Lake, to 
name just a few, if the general 
fishing s eason d id not close in 
the fail. Fingerlings planteifln 
Magic Reservoir In early spring- 
time grow' so fast that anglers 
s t a rt cat chin g- the m aa 7 to-8 
Ineners long before the curtain 
~ LUMi e a JJ wn on Cictober 31. 

Other reservoirs such as Little 
Wood, Fish Creek and Rose- 
worth can be kept open for ice 
fishing In January and February 
without cutthig Into trout stocks 
that are Intended for harvesting 
the next summer and early fall. 
This kind of management goes 
into effect January 1, 1S68, at 
Palisades Reservoir in south- 
eastern Idaho, where angling 
heretofore has opened and 
closed with the regular state- 
wide trout season. 

Some fish must be caught 
when they are there. Sea-run 
steelhead trout Is one such spe- 
cies. Best fall angling for steel- 
head starts about mid-October, 
depending on weather, and it 
is more or less good until too 
much Ice on the Snake, Salmon 
and Clearwater, makes fishing 
difficult and unsafe. As winter 
reluctantly loosens It« grip on 
these waterways, usually some- 
time In March, steelheaders 
come back once more to flail

<:atch more giant mackinaw and 
Kamloops rainbow trout in May, 
tlie first part of the special l&ke 
season in the Panhandle region; 
and' from rtiid-October through 
November. Some of the largest- 
lake trout ever brought to creel 
in Idaho were hooked during 
the early and late parts of the 
special lake season. These like- 
wise are the months when the 
bulk of kokanee or blueback sal- 
mon harvest, which generally 
averages more than a million 
fish, fs made on Priest, Pend 
Oreille and Coeur d'Alene lakes 
•between storms. 
Late January and early Feb- 
ruary are the outside dates be- 
tween which the run of peaknose 
Cisco, a unique species of small 
whitefish, come out of the 
depths of Bear Lake to spawn 
in the shallows . of the sandy 
beaches in southeastern Idaho 
and Utah.

The 
limit is 50 fish a day.

Most hunting seasons may be 
about over for another year, ex- 
cept for the cottontails and un- 
protected -species such as crows 
and jackrabbits, but there still 
is plenty of fishing. The new 
regulations, effective January 1, 
mark each of the state's six 
fishing areas wfth a shacled 
screen box to make' them Stand 
out. Beneath these are excep- 
tions to general statewide fish 
Ing season regulations and listed 
separately, by name, are waters 
that are kept open for year- 
round angling. ' 

Because the temperature of 
a fish's body Is the same as 
the water surrounding It, the 
metabolism slows down during 
cold weather. It docs not eat 
so much as In the summertime, 
and needs longer to digest what 
It does eat. Indeed they are 
more inclined to loaf in big quiet 



pools than to search for some- 
thing to eat out In the riffles; 



is, available. Water insects, 
which .provide most food for 
trout and whitefish, are lying 
inactive under stones and in 
mud and so are — unavailable. 
Minnows also hide under rocks 
in the winter. Of course, no land 
insects fall into the stream dur- 
ing cold months. 

As a result of these two fac- 
tors, trout and whitefish won't 
go out of their way to get 
caught, but they will take bait 
that comes close to them. Trout 
will take artiflcal hires— flies, 
if the water is clear, or spoons, 
spinners and small pIugs-<-that 
are fished properly. They must 
be put down deep, where the 
fish are, and moved slowly. 

The two most Important prin- 
ciples of winter fishing are (1) 
rind the fish, and (2) put the 
bait down where they are and 
make it easy for them to take. 
This holds for all kinds of fish- 
ing, and for all species of fish. 
Trout shift from one place to 
another, and whitefish run in 
big schools during the winter, 
One pool may be crowded with 
them and another that looks just 
as g ood will be barren. 
Spinning taclcie probably ' is 




the most efficient for bait fish- 
ing, regardless of what the sea- 
son may be. Monofilament nylon 
won't pick up so much water 
and, consequently, won't fill the 
guides full o( ice this time of 
year quite as fast as braided 
line. "There are many tricks to 
make winter fishing more com- 
fortable and successful, Includ 
ing warm clothing and insulated 
foot gear. 

And, of course, there always 
is the presumption at the outset 
that the spirit- Is hardy and will- 
ing, though the flesh sometimes 
is weak.

Thus some years ago I overheard my children dtscussinsr our spe- 
cial type of family Christmas. Then the boy said,. "Christmas is pres- 
ents, gettinsr and arivinar them, I guess." 

"Christmas," said th« youngest, "is the cereinonies we do to- 
gether, the carols and the snapdragon and the grab bag and the 
yule log and the wassail Ibowl and blessing the silver and trinoming 
the tree and going down to the crdche to worship Baby Jesus. 
Christmas makes magic, makes you love everybody, and I don't 
want one sinsrle change from the way we do it ever !" 

Even now, though the children have grown and bring back their 
own babies, none of our particular ceremonies and traditions has 
been omitt^. Sonnetimes, in years Sflllncas' or loss, theprospect has 
been daunting; by Dec. 22 the gro'wnups quail and talk about "cut- 
ting all thia'iBut next yea*, going to a hotel" — but they don't. 

I think Hfic. hmcmutm in an unstable, commercialized, mechanized 
world we all get deep-felt comfort from tradition, from the two-day 
respite which produces a forgotten glow of simple festivities and 
spirituaLrecognition. _ , . _ 

Many friends have asked for the details of our particular Christ- 
mas, which t^iey are invited to share in part, and perhaps others 
might be intelrested. 

Some of the rites are universal in this country, others come from 
foreign lands, and this is one way of makins: Christmas beautiful 
and rewarding. It is a home drama, and the curtain rises on Dec.

23. That is the night for what we call our "crtehe party." To this, 
close friends of all ages are invited — whole families from great- 
grandparents to infants. 

When, the guests arrive, they find an "angel wreath" on the door, 
and they ace all welcoihed inside by kisses iinder the mistletoe, as 
our British forefathers have done since Druid diiys. The entrance,', 
hall is papered solid with Christmas cards, and the house is deo^ . 
orated with ground pine and holly, with 24 candles burning 
throughout the rooms. These candles (preferably the fragrant bay-' 
berry) represent the winter solstice which has been celebrated at . 
this time for thousands of years as the rebirth of the life-giving 
sun, the return of warmth and hope to the world. 

-Tk** 9u«sts HiMi •xamhtm a snow scene built into a niche. The 
"snow" is made with detergent, and it contains tiny Christmas 
figures— even funny ones, elves, ducks, skiers — arid a- small Santa 
Claus with his reindeer. They all point to a church on a hill-^<me' 
of thoSe lighted papier-m&ch6 churches you can buy anywhere. 

In the center is Santa Claus' miniature sleigh to hold pennies. 
Everyone must put a penny in it. One must give before one gets, 
for now follows a decorated grab bag, which contains jokes, puz- 
zles, and trinkets and need entail no expense. This is the time to 
empty the "emergency drawer" with its accumulation of surplus 
objects that every family gathers during the year. 

Then comes the "crdche ceremony" or Nativity, a vital part of 
Christmas in all Christian countries. We have a lovely cr^he with 
figures frOm Oberammergau, but any figures would do. The point is 
that the crdche is separate, downstairs in the playroom, that a light 
bulb is taped to the top of the stable to shine on the Baby, that soft 
carols play in the darken^ background, and that whole families 
visit it together. 

Paper and pencil are provided, and, after praying or thinking 
about the IMativity, each must write wishes for others, never "hlnl-^ 
self, then bum the paper in the Yule fire. An ember is saved each ^ 
year to start the new Are, thus making a continuous link. 

They return upstairs, hushed and solemn, from the crtehe but 
are soon playing "snapdragon," as did Mr. Pickwick and his friends 
at Dingley Dell more than 100 years ago, 

This It a tcmy gcmM. The "snapdragons" are dried prunes, Oadr 
enclosing a wrapped fortune such as the ones in birthday cakes, and 
they must be snatched bravely from the blue flames of bumittig al' 
cohol. There are excited squeals and laughter as the fortunes are 
openM.The guests nibble marzipan cookies and candied dtrUs tt^d. 
.171^ drink and si»g. With laughter they depart. 

There is no wild laughter on Christmas Eve. There is tath«ir r^- 
erence and anticipation. The whole family trims the tree, and ebeh- 
has his "special" ornament to put on. Supper is scanty and id olicM^ys 
a fish, usually carp, for the fish was an early Christian symbol^' Dwf^' ' 
ing supper we recite Ctemeht Moore's " "Twas the Night Befbrv

Christmas," a couplet from each person. We drink only the wassail 
bowl (a mixture of srrape juice, gineer ale, and nutmes:). 

One of us reads aloud the story of the Nativity from the Bible, 
and then the whole family hangs up stocjdiiga by the fireplace. The 
little ones will try to stay awake to hear Santa Glaus' sleighbells or 
to see if at midnight the cat and dog will be able to talk — all ani- 
mals are supposed to |alk at midnight oh Chiiatmaa £ve. 

After supper there is the ceremony of "blessing the silver," a 
mid-Sastem custom often performed at the feast of the Epiphany. 
For this, the mistress of the house, holding a lighted candle, leads 
the others throuc^ the house while asking a blessing on all pos- 
sessions, inclading the pets. One. year- the furnace wasj forgotten, 
and the children refused to believe it a coincidence when it bicke 
down two days later! 

On Christmas morning the elders must remain in bed until the 
young ones are gathered in the hall singing "God Rest Ye Merry 
Gentlemen" before we go to the living room to discover that' Santa 
Claus has indeed visited us again. The stocking presents are opmed 
in rotation so that each gift has everyone's attention. 

Then there is time for a walk, and church for those who hadn't 
gone the night before, since this family differs from .others in open- 
ing the tree presents in the afternoon. It prevents; that frantic rush 
of gift-grabbing and mivlongs the pleasure, 

Christmas dinn^is known as "The Piggy-Figgy Dinner" and 
comes from Tudor England. We have a sucklinff iHg (eranborries 
for eyes, apple in mouth) and a dried fig souflK with brandied

Ave kids explalnins wJiy I wouldn't: 
be with them Christmas^ 1966. 1 wa» 
depressed when my commandingr of- 
^cer in the Force Logistic Command 
near Da NansT asked us to visit a 
nearby orphanage to "give the poor 
kids a good time."

To a duplicate player it. may 
mean the difference between ,a 
top score and an average, and 
many duplicate players \#ill play 
a slam In no-trump in an effort 
to get the extra 10 points. 

South was one of that type. 
He decided that ho would make 
just as many tricks at no-trump 
,as at hearts and that he want- 
ed those 10 points. 

South was right from the first 
standopint. The hand did pro- 
duce as many tricks at no- 
trump and when West failed to 



cash his ace of spades at' trick 
one. South made a grand slam 
and gist the top score he was 
trying for. 

From a practical standpoint 
it turned out that his six no- 
trump call was totally unneces- 
sary. It seems that at all other 
tables. North checked for aces 
with four no trump and then, 
carried away by his own 20 
points, bid the six no-trump him- 
self. 

Invariably, East led a spade. 
Some North players put in the 
10 spot and managed to get out 
for down one. A couple of 
hardy souls went up with the 
king in the hope that East had 
undcrled an ace and went down 
three. ' 

We take no stand on South's 
final bid of six no-trump, but 
we do take a real stand In favor 
of North's bidding. North was 
Roger Stern, the newly elect- 
ed president of the Greater New 
York Bridge Association, . and 
Roger was well-aware that a 
spade would be led if he were 
declarer and a spade lead might 
bo di.sastrous. Furthermore, he 
knew that Paul Trent, his part- 
ner, was well-aware or all dupli- 
cate potentialities.
